We last week briefly noticed the demise of 
the world-renowned pugilist TomSayors, on 
the evening of Wednesday, Nov. 8, at six 
o'clock, at . 257 High-street, Camden Town, 
the residence of Mr. Menaley, one of his 
oldest and stanchest friends. ‘To the readers 
of the sporting journals this event was noy 
unexpected, for from time to time have been 
recorded the yarious and ever increasingly 
serious symptoms that surely marked his 
rapid approach to that bourne whence uo 
traveller returns. His malady was conges- 


tion of the lungs, aggravated by a general 
want of what is technically called “ tone” in 
the system, and this we traced to the loose 
style of living into which he fell dming his 

roprietorshipof Howes and Cushing's circus. 
Tt must have taken something to destroy a 
constitution so strong, but it is impossible to 
determine the extent to which the tremen- 
dous punishment he endured for so many 
years aided the progress of decay, He was 
undoubtedly the most remarkable Ohampion 
of England we ever possessed, and his career 
would have been extraordinary had it ter- 
minated before his encounter with John OC. 
Heenan. He stood’ barely 5 ft, 8f in., and 
atthe outset of his career seldom weighed 
wore than 10st when in condition. In his 
later battles ha was seldom under 10st 12lb, 
and has fought at 11st, but on these occasions 
he undoubtedly carried more flesh than neces- 
sary, or was good for his chance againet a 
powerful adversary. It will be seen that in 
Weight and height ho had few advantages 
for a successful career ad Champion of Eng- 
land, but be had, what in his person he 
proved to be something better—a tremendous 
power of hitting, a strongiy-knit frame, a 
8plendid temper, and an indomitable duck, 
Tt has been said that the parents of Sayers 
Were emigrants from the sister isle, but we 

aye the authority of bis father for saying 
that the family had resided, time out of 
Mind, at Steyning, in the Weald of Sussex, 
and that Tom himself saw the light 
at Pimlico, Brighton, on the 17th of 
May, 1826, Tom was apprenticed to the 
brick-laying trade, and followed that 
business until he had reached his 23rd year; 

ut long ere that period of his life he had 

iven evidence of his capabilities for that art 
X which he eventually shone so brightly, It 
Was about the twenty-third year of his life 
that he Jeft Pimlico for London, and at once 

\iracted attention as an athlete, One who 

Dew him intimately from first to last has 
Scribed tous his performances at the O.d 
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Copenhagen. then the most popular of metropolitan running 
grounds, There was no athletic exercise in which he could not 
compete, and he invariably exhibited that wonderful fund of 
animal spirits which characterised him to tho last, There was no 
boyish game in which hedid not participate, and no description of frolic 
he did not enjoy; but even then his torto was pugilism, and he 
was known to & few 48 @ very promising youngster, who had a 
chance to make a name 49a middle-weight. “Thig feeling amongst

the sum of £5, on tho 19th of March, 1849, at Greenhithe 
where he was hailed,victor, after fighting six rounde, in 12 min 93 
sec, Couch was a Camden Town hero, who had never dis- 
tinguished himeelf to any particular extent, but he was just the man 
for & youngster to meet in his maiden encounter. ».Conch had 
previously defeated Jack Sullivan, for a purse, 14 rounda, 1 hour 
38 miv,in January, 1848, and Harry Connelly, for £3 a side 
nine rounds, 22 min. Couch weighed 11et 101b, but this advantage 
‘and previous experience. over 9st 121b, stood as nothing, and 
Tom made the best fight of it that had’ been 
seen for some time. He was next matched 
with Dan Collins, for £25 9 side, and this 
resulted in a draw, but a better fight had 
seldom been seen, Both men were under 
10st, and were well matched. A magistrate 
interrupted the mill atthe ninth round, and 
it was not until 4.15 p.m, that the com. 
batants got together again. Tho rounds 
then ran up to fifty, but the’ referso and the 
umpires had agreed that at sunset a draw 
should be pronounced. Belll’s Life’ saya of 
this encounter that it was “an unexampled 
contest for gallantry and fairnegs,” lasting 1 
hour 52 min,, On the 29th of April, 1851, 
ten months after their first meeting, Sayers 
and Collins came together again for £25 a 
side, at Chapman's Marshes, Long Roach, 
where, after lighting forty-four rounds in one 
hour 20 min, Collina was defeated. It is re- 
marked of this meeting :— 

“ Another proof that a great fight and a 
small stake very often go together was 
given, when the above men met to settle 
their adjourned battle. It willberemembered 
that after two interruptions—the one by 
magisterial authority at Edenbridge, and tho 
other by a failure of daylight at Red Hill, on 
the same day, their moérits were considered 
so @venly balanced, and each man was go 
anxious to avoid a draw, that. fresh articles 
were entored into to contend for the money 
down, and the 29th of April appointed for 
the event. Sayers is a fine powerful hardy- 
looking young fellow, 5 feet 8 inches in 
height, and bids fair to prove w ‘eli por.’ 
We may remark that a more manly mill has 
not of late been seen. Collins has been re- 
markably unfortunate in his Opening career, 
his trial batile being with Ned Donnelly a 
terrific natural hitter and a tough customer, 
although perhaps not A’ 1 in skill and stra- 
lagems of the ring. But on this oocasion 
he was sadly overmatched in strength and 
stamina, while in skill Sayers waa his equal, 
He, however, did his best, and the best can 
do no more; while for a ten gtone man, 
Bayers is about #s formidable and promising 
& One ad We have seeu for many a day He 
(Sayere) displayed great confidence, bardi- 
hood, avd courage, together with wwimpaired 
strength and wind, throughout the contest.” 

We next arrive at bis great tight with 
Jack Grant, for £100 a gidé and the Cham. 
pionship of the Middle Weights, on Tues. 
day, the 29th of June, 1852, near Cambridgy, 
Grant's height was 5ft 8 in, weight lat 3ib 
age 28,° Ho waa seconded by Harry Orme 
and Jemmy Welsh. Sayers weighed 10st 
6lb, and was seconded by Ned Adams and 
Sob Fuller, | Grant had Appeared in man 
memorable battles and kéenerally with hick 
cess, In-this fight wih Sayers jt was said 
of hin that he was ‘not himself at all,” bat 
he nevertheless nade & good exhibition of it. 
Ho had however the Worst of it, and oried 
enough” at the end of 64 rounds, whieh 
lasted 2h 30 min, It was certainly a grand 
battle, and we find it thus recorded’ ;— 

_ “Tom Sayers by this victory haa estab- 
lished for himself a reputation “aa a man of 
solenCe, Courage, and endurance, for which 
few Were disposed to give kim credit.

THE PAST AND THE FUTURE, 


Jonson visited 
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Ir {a really surprising the vast fields of horses that have been 
brought together during the past fortnight, through the tact and 
pereetarenie of Messrs, Edward Topham and John Trail ; and we 

egin to think also that Mr, Samuel Merry will also meet with more 
than his success in the coming week. There have been, it is true, very 
neatly three thonsand horses in training this year, but the majority 
of them have long since been run through ; and out of that great 
number we may set down the winners at short of eight hundred only, 
and of theso the two-yr-olds will probably muster about one hun- 
dred and sixty, the three-yr-olds two hundred and fifty, and the 
four-yr-olds one hundred and eighty, Of course all the metropolitan 
sporting journalists are now hard at their turf statistics for the 
season, and doubtless the figures will be published in the course of 
another fortnight. We shall then see the actual vitality of the sport ; 
but that the campaign has been a highly successful one we quite 
prepared our readers nome two or three weeks back, when we told

them that Count La Grange would be at the head of the lucky re- 
cipients, the French nobleman having netted £24,950 in stakes 
alone, a gum that is very little short of the recent {wo Thousand, 
One Thousand, the Derby, the Oaks, and the St. Leger prizes 
(£26,650 in all) put together. OF that sum Gladiateur won £19,889, 
which puts him at the top of the three-yr-old division, Regalia being 
the next to him of that age, but with merely £5,690. Of the two- 
yr-olds, Lord Lyon will be the premier winner, as he has to be 
credited with £4,875, just £275 in advance of Lord Portsmouth’s 
Robin Hood ; and next to them comes The Student at £3,979 ; and 
Mr. Pitt at £3,914, 

The last of the Queen's Plates of the season was won by Elland at 
Shrewsbury last Monday, and it is the only one of the thirty-three 
given in Kngland and Scotland that has fallen to his share; and 
Tomato, 4yrs, Seven-and-a-half, 3 yra, Stanton, aged, Sir Roger, 
4 yrs, Lady Hylda, 4 yrs, Dr, Syntax, 5 yrs, Success, 3 yrs, Helen, 


4)yrs, Cathedral, 4 yrs, Wingrave, Gyrs, Fantail, S yrs, Friday, 


8 yra, Moose, Syra, and Brown Bread, 3 yrs, are in the same box. 
Ackworth, 4 yrs, and Breeze, 4 yra, came better off, for they pulled 
off three eact ; but Regalia, 3yrs, Sydmonton, 3 yrs, and Caller Ou, 
aged, excelled that couple, as they won four each, ‘Uho latter men- 
tioned mare, however, netted ten of these royal gifts last year, but 
never rivalled poor Fisherman. We havo not had time to ascertain 
how the seventeen Plates in Treland have been awarded ; bat we can 
tell the reader that, in this country, George Fordham rode seven of 
the winners; Wells, four; J. Osbome, W. Boyce, and Wheatley, 
three each; Morris, J. Snowden, and Challoner, two each; and J, 
Daley, Custance, Lynch, Carroll, Jemmy Grimshaw, Hibberd, and 
J. Doyle, one each, 

The Densy of 1866 has awakened a pretty fair amount of specu- 
lation during the past few days; but our friends must not be 
infatuated with this animal or that, as there are some good dark ’uns 
that may prove too much for ‘the stara” now shining so brightly. 
This time last year Liddington and ‘The Duke were considered to be 
invincible, and Gladiateur was a thorough outsider! Itis a pity 
that Lord Portsmouth did not nominate Robin Hood for the ensuing 
Derby, but he had quite enough anxiety over Buccaneer ever to be 
induced to try forthe Blauo Riband again. No one but those who 
have gone through the ordeal can tell the misery endured whilst 
owning a Derby favourite. If the horse is not ‘got at’? people 
will make you believe he is to be, or that your jockey will “sell” 
you; and you may think yourself lucky if you escape a dozen 
epistolatory threats of being shot in the event of your horse either 
winning or losing, Singularly enough, Mr, Merry is now in no 
favour for the pending Kpsom tournay, as The Student's friends have 
dropped off, and both The Primate nnd Beelzebub are much below 
the standard. We have not heard The Student’s name mentioned, 
at Albert Gate or in Wellington Street, for some time past now; 
but the readers of the ILLUSTRATED Sportina News were long since 
prepared by us for the colt displacing ia the market. There was 
something else besides the cough that kept him’ from fulfilling 
his Newmarket engagements, at the two ‘back-end’ meet. 
ings; and it is quite certain he will nover stand thoroughly 
training, Eyen with health, condition, and soundness in his favour 
he could not beat Lord Lyon, cither on the. Rowley mile or over the 
Sorrey hills. ‘They take 8 to 1 freely about.Mr. Sutton's hired” 
crack whenever it can be got for safe money—in fact, scarcely anything 
else goes right down but Lord Lyon, who is thickening surprisingly. 
They askin vain for 100 to30 about him for the Two Thousand. Rustic 
has a heap of followers for the Derby, At Liverpool he and Blue 
Riband were in considerable demand, and we saw 8,000 to 100 
taken twice about the latter on Saturday.

both in London and Manchester. It iy with difficulty as much as 
22 to 1 can be got now, Sportsman has been backed at 1,000 
to 15, and other large shots, to win a large stake. ‘he old adherents

tance), Sans Si (Wells), Vespasian (J. Goater), Chibiea (Carroli), 
Mineral (Deacon), Bayonette (MH. Grimshaw), The Primate (A. 
Rdwards), Sealskin (Challoner), and Gladiator ([ordtiam) were not 
placed. The betting upon the occasion was 4 to 1 each agst The 
Primate and Lord Lyon, 5 to 1 agst Redan, and from 10 to 20 to 
1 versua any other. Inthe deciding heat Redan walled over, and 
the stakes were divided. At the Newmaket F. O. Meeting, Sst

GAME TRAPPING DURING TIKE CLOSE SEASON, 

Covrr or Queen's Bercu.—Wesrurstrr, November U1-- (Be- 
fure the Lord Chiet Justice, Mr. Justice Mellor, and Mr. Justice 
Lush.)—Sauuders, Appellant, «. Baldy, Respondent.—Thia caso raived 
the question whether a person who has no licence to shoot is liatle to 
a peuulty for endeavouring to killa pheasant during tho ‘close season,” 
i¢., from the Ist of February to the lst of September in each year, It 
was an appeal from a decision of the justices at Hailsham, in Sussex, 
upon an iuformation preferred by Saunders, a gamekeeper, against 
Baldy, « Invourer, for using a trap on the 13th of March for the taking of 
game on the 1th of March, he not being authorised, for want of a game 
certificate. The facts stated were as follows :~—The informant was out 
watching on the 1th of March last; he eaw the defendant go from a 
stable on a farm in Heathtield, occupied hy one Waters, in whose ser- 
vice he was, having a trap in his hand, Ho went up into a plantation 
adjoining the farm, and stooped at a place where the trap was 
directly afterwards found set, as if for birds, and barley strewed 
round it. ‘he informant took the trap up, and went to Waters's, 
when the defendant denied setting it. They went back to tho spot, 
and come snares were then found there; and one was found in 
Baldy's pocket. One snare, apparently set tor hares, was found near 
where the trap was set, but the defendant said he knew nothing about 
it. The plantation, which is about a square acre in extent, iain the 
occupution of Sir Charles William Blunt, It is about 200 yards from 
Waters's stable, Tt was between twelve and one in the daytime when 
the defendant went into the. plantation with the trap, The trap was 
set in a ride, and the barley was spread about two yards along it, 
here are pheasants in the plantation, and barley would be a bait for 
pheasants, ‘hree wires were taken up, one just by the trap, aud tho 
others bear, and they could be seen from where the trap was, The 
defendant had no gumo certificate. The justices were satistied that 
the trap was set to catch pheasants or partridges, but did not consider 
that the information could be sustained, on the ground, that even if the 
defendant had a certificate he would not be authorised to take either 
pheasants or partridges at the tine the offence charged wae alleged to 
have been committed, It was contended, on the part of the informant, 
that any uncertificated person who killed partridyes or phearanta at 
that period of the year would be liable to two penalties—one for killing 
fame out of season, and the other for doing so without being autho- 
rised to do so for want of a gamo certificate, and that, au regarded the 
latter penalty, the party would be equally liable to it for using an in- 
strumont to take or kill game without a game certificate, but the jus- 
tices were of vpinion that as by the Ist and 2nd of Wiliam IV., cap, 
$2, sec. 3 (the Game Act), all persons were prohibited from killing or 
taking pheasants or partridges between the Ist of February and the 
Ist of September or the Ist of October~and no gamo certificate could 
authorise anyone todo so~the defeudant could not be committed upon 
an ijuformation which charged that he had used an instrument for taking 
pame without a certilicate, when no certificate would entitle him to do 
soutauchatime. «Aud the question for the Court upon a case stated 
for their opinion was, Whether upon sugh an information a person could 
be convicted of using an instrument for taking game without a certifi- 
cate under the enactinent referred to, which runs thus. ‘* That if any 
person shall use any instrament for the purpose of searching for or 
killing or taking game, such person not being authorived to do so for 
the waut of & game cortificate, he shall forfeit a sum not exceeding £5; 
and that ifany person shall kill or take any partridge between the Ist 
of February and the Ist of September, or any pheasant between tho 
Lat of February aud the Ist ot October, he shall forfeit for every head 
of game bo killed or taken the sum of £1." Tt will be observed that 
the first enactment, as to not having a game certilicate, applics to eases 
ot using an instrument, Whether or not game is killed or taken; but 
the other enactment, as to the ‘close season,” requires that the game 
Kliall be killed or taken, and the information was not for killing game, 
but for using the instrament, the defendant not being authorised to do 
so for want of a “ gume certiilcate.” 

No counsel appeared for the defendant, 

Mr. Hannen appeared for the informant, and argued that the de- 
fendant ought to have been convicted. The clause as to the ** elose 
season,"’ he observed, applied only when the game was taken or killed, 
for its object wus tho protection of the game; but the other section, as 
to ysing instruments, was for tho protection of the revenue and for the 
suppression of unlicensed sporting, and it was a distinct enactment, It 
had nothing to do with the season of the year or the protection of the 
game. ‘There waa vo timo within which the licence must be taken out, 
and it might be obtained in the ‘close season,” giving the party 
authority to shoot, subject to the other provisions of the statute—that 
ja, at the next season, On the other hand, & person might commit an 
offence by shooting in the * close season,” although he had obtained a 
licence. If the man had hada Heence, it woald have been valid for 
the purpose of killing game ia season; but he would have been Hable 
for killing game out of sesson, Here the offence was sporting without 
a licence ; there wus no offence in sporting out of season unless the game 
were killed. The two offences were distinct, 

The Lord Chief Justice, interrupting the learned couneel, said that 
was clearly so. ‘Tho object of one enactment was the protection of the 
fame; the object of the other waa the protection of the revenue, The 
one required that the game should bo killed; the other was com- 
mitted if the instrument Was Ouly used, whether tho game was killed 
or not, 

Mr. Justice Lush was of tho same opinion, The enactments, he 
said, were quite distinct wud the penalties were cumulative. Both of- 
feuces might bo committed, and both penalties incurred, or only one of 
then. 

Tho other earned judge had left tho court. 

Judgment for the appellant, the informaut,

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screwed on the right way, and that although comparatively & novice 
within the P. R., he was perfectly acqnaiuted with the theory of his 
art, and only wanted the occasion to arise to put that theory into 
practice, He ia a very hard hitter, and mavaged to get on to hia 
opponent so frequently that even Grant's iron mug displayed such 
bumps and contusions a4 the gallant hero has seldom exhibited in his 
former engagements, Sayers isa good-tempered, well-behaved young 
fellow, and bears « high character for honourand integrity, . He is by 
this victory nearly at the top of the tree, and we trust that by his 
future conduct will showthat prosperity hasnot in his ose, asithasin 
many we could name in the same profession, had the effect of destroy 
ing his good principles, and Jowering him in the eyes of those through 
whose support he has arrived at his present position, Grant, although 
notdestined on this occasion to wear the crown of victory, has not dis- 
graced himself by his fall. He mavfully disputed every inch of ground 
with his clever opponent, and showed that hie qualifications as a sparrer 
were quite equal to these of Sayers. His stopping and wrestling were 
universally admired, while the manliness and cara with which he 
avoided falling upon his adversary in such a way as to cause any dis- 
pute, obtained for him the repeated plaudits of the surrounding throng.” 

We next arrive at January 26, 1853, when he encountered Jack 
Martin for £50 a side; the fight Jasted 55 min, during which 23 rounds 
were goue through in plucky style, the result being favourable to 

Bayers, who by this time was far advanced in the walk of life he had 
solected, Martin proved a perfect glutton and made a great old 
fashioned mill of it. In 55 minutes more punishment was given than 
had been seen in any encounter extending to 2 hours that had been 
fought fora number of years, The next battle of our hero was with 
Nat Langbam, to whom hehad to succumb on the 18th of October, 
1858. The fight was for £100 a side, but: Langham's weight was 11st, 
in altitude he was 5ft10 in, and was in his 83rd year. He was seconded 
by Jemmy Welshand Jerry Noon, whilst Sayers, who oame to the 
seratoh at 10st 111b, wasattended by Aleo Keene and Bob Fuller, 
This vas a gravd display of science and courage, and will be r+mem~ 
bered as Jong as pugilism is known in England, The record of Sayers’ 
conduct during the last rounds is worth reproducing :— 

58—Both were nearly pumped out, and it wasevident that a chance 
hit would finish Langham, while Sayers, if he could not deliver that 
hit, must som “outit.” They let fly simultaneously, each getting it 
on the frontispiece, A break away followed, after which Tom reached 
Nat's left ave, but not effectively. A close. in which Tom caught his 
man with his right as he want down, and then fell on bim. 

59—Langham went to bis man, delivered his left heavily on the 
nose, and received a little one on the jaw. He then rushed at Sayors, 
who stepped hack, and Nat, missing bis mark, foll. 

60—Tom, all but blind, rushed in open-handed, Nat stepped on one 
side, met him as he came on the Jeft. peeper and then on the nose. Tom 
yerrevered, but Langham easily avoided him, and then propped him 
on the mouth heavily. Tom continued to bore in, and delivered a 
round hit on the eide of the head, and Nat popped in his left heavily 
behind the ear. and both fall, Sayers all abroad, 

61 and last—Tom,on coming up, was very grogay, and his frienda 
cried out, “take him away,” but ho persevered, He lunged out, but 
was not within distance, Nat cooly waited for bim and, as he came 
again, caught him heavily on the right peeper, completely vlosing the 
account on that side. Tom lunged out wildly. and Nat, stepping back 
met him, as he came, with a well-directed left-hander on tho lelt eye, 
which knocked him down and put up the last shutter, Poor Tom was 
now quite blind, and Alec Keene, seeing there was no hope for him, 
threw up the sponge, and Nat Langham was proclaimed the victor 
after a gallant atroggle of two hours and two minutes, So delighted 
was the gallant Nat at hia good fortuna, that, although he was pre- 
viously extremely weak on his pins new strength seomed to come upon 
him, and, after having shaken bands with hie fallen opponent, who 
shed tears of disappointment, he cleared the ropes at a bound, 

Sayers next mat. George Bima for £75 (£50 and £25), on Tuesday, 
the 28tb of February, 1854, at Longreach, This proved a very easy 
victory for Sayers, for Mr, Bims cried “ago” after four rounds, lasting 
exactly. 5 min. The result. was quite unexpected, as Sims had attained 
a good reputation and was expected to provea tolerably likely man for 
the redoubtable Tom, 

Harry Poulson waa the next customer, and he met Sayers for £50 
on the 29th of January, 1856, Sayers weighed 10st 121b, waa seconded 
by Nat Langham aud Jommy Maseey. Poulaon’s height was 5ft7}'n., 
he weighed 12st 1b, and waa seconded by Bob Faller and Bendigo. 
Poulson had an enormous advantage in weight and was far more fit 
than Sayers, The result was the victory of Sayers in 109 rounds, 
lasting 8 hours 8 min. ‘The remarks on tho battle, given in Bell's Life, 
must not be omitted :-— 

“Tam Sayers, by his quickness on his legs, his steadiness, and ex- 
cellent judgment, not only astonisned his adversary and his backers, 
but completely took his own friends by surprise, He has evidently much 
improved in every possible way since his defeat by Nat Langham, and 
is destined era long to prove a teaser to yet aoother of the great 
guns of theday. Groat fault was found with him for his too constant 
resort to the dropping system; but for thishe has every exouse ; he 
scarcely ever went down without having had a bustling round, and 
once only during the battle did we observe anything at which an im- 
partial man would oavil. hia was ata period in the middle of the 
fight when he waa extremely weak, and at the time no appeal was 
made by the friends of Poulson. It must be taken into consideration 
that Tom was anything but himself, and the gronnd was far from 
favourable for keeping on his legs and getting out of tho reach of his 
powerfol adversary. It haa been urged that the ground was as much 
against Poulson as Sayers; but this was hardly ao. Poulson is asteady, 
ding-dong fighter, who does not depend much on his defensive tactics, 
and makes little use of his legs, while Tom had to be continually 
jumping back, and, when opposed to such superior weight, would of 
course find proportionate difflealty in keeping on his pins, and many 
times when he fell he camo to the ground with such a ‘thud’ as must 
have shaken a good deal of his strength out of him. Wo are aware 
that since the present match has been made many things have oc- 
curred to harrasa his mind, and that he had difficulties to contend with, 
whi'h, we trust, will not exist in future matches, and this again must 
be taken into conideration. Hedoes not want for friends, and, we 
Jonbt not with stesdiness and good conduct, he may now ¢asily find 
hivivelf on the high read to prosperity. Of Harry Poulson’s gallantry 
and manliness ve cannot say too much; bo fought frou: first to last 
ina game btraightforward manner. with an evident determination to 
do his best to win in a fair and bononrable way; be seoried to take 
advantage of mavy opportuni ies of falling heavily on bis man, when 
he mizht have done ao with perfect fsirness. and otherwise compor'ed 
himself in’ ® manner that, reflects the very. highest credit 
upon his charsoter as a man and a demonatrator of the noble 
art of self-defence. Although evidently annoyed at being unable th 
vet home as he expected, he still never allowed his tempor to get tho 
better of bim. and often when T'om from his shifty tactics evaded what 
had been intended aa a finisher, be stood and shook bis head at him, 
as much os to Fay ‘it wag too bad,’ but not once did he allow a harsh 
or argry expression to escape him. He is truly one of the gamest of 
the gma, but he is too slow, aud depends too much on his right hand 
to have much chance of success against a really finished boxer, 

Woe will now come to tho first exciting fight with Aaron Jones for 
£100 a eida on Tuesday, the 6th of January, 1857. Sayera was 
seconded by Jommy Welsh and George Crockett, Jones weighed 
12st, Io height he wae 6 feet 11 inches, He was in his 26th yéur, 
and wap seconded hy Mike Madden and Aleo Keone. The ond, as 
will be eeen trom the following, proved a disappointment:— 

57.—Tom rushed at his man to administer the covp de grace, but 
going in without precision, be contrived to ran against Aaron's left, 
which was awung wildly out, and the blow, which alighted on Tom's 
nose, regularly staggered him. He quickly recovered himself, and 
went in again, but Jones fell weak. 

After this, the battle continued to the 62nd round, Jones getting 
pradually blind, and Sayers becoming very tired. At length, in the 
62nd round, after some alight exchanges, the men. who were much 
exhausted. stood still, looking at each other for some time, their seconds 

covering them with rugs, At length the referee and uwpires called 
on them to goin and finish. Both went to the scratoh, but on Sayers 
approseling Jones, the Jatter retracted fo h's corner, and Tom in 
obrdieurs to the ord ya of hia seoo ids, declined going to fight him 
bere. It was getting dark,and it was clear that Jones and his {rieuds 


were determined not to throw a chance away, ‘The referee once more 
called on Jones to go to the scratch, which he did, but with precisely 
the same result, aud the referee se-ing that Tom was. uot strong 
enough to go with prudence to finish on his adversary's ground, and 
that Jones was unwilling to try the question at the scratch in his then 
exhausted state, ordered the men to shake hands, leaving the motion 
as to farther hostilities to a future day. Both were severely punished ; 
each had a peeper closed, Jones's right was fast following his left, 
and his right hand was injured, 60 that a second meeting the same 
week was not to be thought of. The fight lasted exactly three hours. 
The men and their friends now hastened to regain the vessel, and it 
was dark ere the last of the company were safely on board. Of course 
there were many laughable accidents in the mud, through which all 
had to wade; but, luckily, nothing occurred of a serious nature to mar 
the pleasures of the day, which, although in some measure clouded by 
the fact that the battle was not finished, still left sufficient impres- 
sion on the minds of the spectators to cause them to remember this 
brilliant passage of arms, which forms so hopeful an opening to the 
pugilistic yéar 1857, The vessel conveyed the company with all due 
Speed to a convenient place for debarkation, whence they obtained a 
passage by railway to the metropolis, which was reached in safety by 
nine o'clock. We heard of numerous complaints which were made by 
the disappointed ones who went to the Great Northern Railway at the 
ménuner in which they were deceived; but the only consolation we can 
afford them is that we are sorry for those whom we should have been 
glad to welcome at the ring side, but who have themielves alone to 
blame for not finding out the final fixture as many others had done; 
while as to others of # certain class, who are always more free than 
welcome, we can with truth say their room was better than thoir 
company, and we rejoice, with others who were present, that they were 
80 completely sold. Some unlucky wights got a sort of hint as to the 
fixture, end arrived within a few miles of the spot at a Jate hour in 
the afternoon, andiwere landed, but unluckily for them on the wrong 
island, and here the poor fellows had to remain all night and sleep 
uoder a haystack. 

Ou the 19th Feb. 1857, they met again for £100 a sido, and a bet of 
£100 aside. This time the victory was on the side of Sayers, who won 
after fighting 85 rounds in 2 hours, The scene of the eucounter was 
tho banks of the Medway, Bell pays of the fight;—On the firat 
ocvasion it was obvious that Sayers felt he had agreat undertaking 
before tim, and he was therefore naturally cautious in the outset not 
10 throw a chanos away which might at oves put the victory beyoud 
his reach. Jones was knowa to be a very heavy hitter with his right, 
ad was proved by the severe puuishment he dealt out to Tom Paddock 
in both their mills, Sayers accordingly ‘played possum,” and in the 
tirst few rounds allowed him to take the initiative, in order that be 
might measure his powers carefully before ho exposed himself to 
danger. ‘Tom proved himself extremely quick on his pins, and by his 
agility he, to a certain extent neutralized the effects of Jones's severe 
luuges. ‘True, he got hit occasionally with effect, as witness the cut 
over his left eye, and also on his left ear. Jones, to his surprise, 
found before him a man clearly superior at outfighting, and one too, as 
he soon discovered, bat little his inferior in bodily strength. For the 
first hour and a half, it will be recollected, he had apparently the 
advantage, Sayers suffering severely from cramp, and having to 
Jepend principally upon bis legs to keep him out of harm's way; but 
after this he gradaally recovered, and Jones, as was tho case in his 
fights with Paddock, after the ssid hour and a half, gradually fli off, 
and became languid in his exertions, Tom, of course, improved the 
oceasion, and showed such superiority in hitting that many thought 
he wonld have wou with the greatest certainty lad not darkness come 
on. Wo must confessthat, although we did not say so at the time, we 
eptertained a similar opinion, and we at the same time thought the 
darkness was in other respects an unfortunate circumstance for Sayers, 
believing as we did, that Jones, profiting by experience, would at the 
next meeting have resorted to a different system of milling, and by at 
once going to clove quarters, have reduced his adversary to such a 
stato in afew rounds as torender victory certain. It seemed tous that 
this would have been his game in the first fight, instead of trasting to 
long shots, at which he found Sayers as good as himself, and we, in com- 
mon with others, were fully prepared to see him adopt the syatem on 
Tuesday last, There is uo harm now in making koown our opinion 
that Aaron's performances on tho first occasion, disappointed ua not a 
little, We all along thought that Sayers had overmatched himself, 
and it was not until the conclusion of the first round that we changed 
ourt.ind, Many sbared our belief that the man who could maul the 
game and resolute Paddock as Jones had done, must prove too much 
for an antagonist so inferior in sizéand woight as Sayers, and many 
blamed the latter for his presumption, Among this latter class we do 
not number ourselves, for it is Our practice never to blame a man for 
soaring at high game, when he really feels confidence in his own 

jowers, Ambition, when kept within bounds, is a praiseworthy qua- 
lity, aud Bayors merely followed the example of other middle weights 
who had preceded him, ia essaying to raise himself to a highor level 
when he could not find an antagonist worthy of his fist in hig own 
sphere. How fully be was justified in his confident aspirations the 
result has proved. On Tuesday last, as may be gathered from our 
account of the fight, Jones fought even lesa ‘ judgmatically ” than at 
the first merry meeting. Instead of forcing the tiguting at once, as he 
had expressed his intention of doing, he allowed Sayers to open the 
ball, and in the very first onset to inflict such punishment upoa him 
as to shake the confidence of his friends very msterially; und not 
only did he allow his adversary to take extraordinary liberties with 
him, but he seemed to have lost his precision in returning, and for 
some time made not the slightest impression upon T'om’s wig block. 
The exceeding clever performance of Sayers in the third round, and 
the apparent impunity with whieh hoe ‘got home upon all parts of 
Aaron's dial, took his own friends by surprise, and the fear expressed 
was that he waa fighting too fast fora long day, and that the strength 
and length of his opponent must tell with fearful effect when he be- 
came tired, He was cautioned as to this, but requested to be allowed 
to fight his own way, #8 he knew what suited him best. ‘Nhe blow on 
Aaron’s jaw in the fourth round was very severe, and nearly decided the 
event, and this we are induced to believe had some effect in stopping his 
rushes later in the fight, when, had he been capable of continuing the 
offensive with effect, the result might have been very serious to ‘I'om, 
who for a long period was exceedingly fatigued, and had to nurse him- 
self in the most careful manner in order to bring himself through. ‘Ihe 
improvement he (Sayers) displayed in every way, since his last match, 
waa extraordinary. His system of leading off is wlmost perfect, and his 
quicknesa on his legs Would have delighted the late Mr. John Jackson 
whose opinion on the subject of this qualification is well known. Hae 
had little recourse to stopping, trusting to his activity to keep him out 
of harm's way, and the success with which his manouvering was at- 
tended was proved by the fact that he had scarcely a black eye, and, 
beyond exhaustion, had nothing to complain of. In addition to his 
quickness in defence, he seems also to have acquired greater facility in 
pursuing the offensive, and the weight with which many of his blows 
fell upon hia opponent proved that his hitting was as elfcctive as that 
of most 12at. men. As usual, he stood up in the gamest, most resolute 
manner, and faced his adversary throughout with the utmost good 
humour, but at the same time, with determination. 

Tom now aspired to the Champiouship, aod on Tuesday, the 16tb of 
June, 1857, he met the Tipton Slasher, fur £100 and the Belt. William 
Perry (the Slasher), was 6ft din, weighed 12st 10lb, and waa in bia 
88th year. Ho was seconded by Tass Parker and Jack Mucdonald; 
Sayers was seconded by Nat Langham and Bill Hayes. The fight 
lasted 1 hour and 42min, and at theend Tom Sayers was proclaimed 
Champion, A fellow called Bainage now oamo forward, and a matoh 
was made for tho Championship and £100, Sayers was recondal by 
Bill Hayes and Harry Brunton; his adversary stood 5ft L0gin, weighed 
12st, and was secon’ed by Horry Boome and Jemmy Massay. It 
was all over io sic minutesonda half, Sayers having made mince-méat 
ofhis adversary. Bel e+ys,-“ the Novice did not exhibit a ring o 
point which would entitle him to be called even an ‘outsider.’ From 
ihe time that be was foiled in tis very first move, he cannot be said to 
have even ‘tried’ Allbis senses 6 emed to have left bim, aud as fer 
48 We were able to judge, the only predowinaut thought in bis miud 
was how to escape trou the ddamma ia which he had been p'aced 
with the least dam#ge to hiraself, Dauntless ne was hit very beavily, 
but still he had not reerived aven half euough to jastify bim in erying 
‘a vo’ bad he meant “ioniiy at all bezards. ‘Ihab he mut 6eeat- 
ually bave been beaten by such a mau wy Sayers, barring wo adcident, 
is & positive certainty, and that he exercised a sound discretion ia not 


submitting to farther punishment is equally true; but that he has 
done more than heap ridicule upon himself and those who. brought 
him out, by his miserable psrformance, is a proposition not to be 
hazarded for a moment. How such a judge of fighting as att 
Broome could have made the mistake he did we cannot understand, 
but the task of bringing out a candidate for the Championship once 
undertaken by a man of his known ‘talent,’ it is easy to understand 
how the public were induced to come forward and take the Jong odds 
offered on Sayera. Among the deceived was the renowned Jemmy 
Massey, who liking the appearance of the man, and being led oa by 
the reports of Harry Broome as to his man's cleverness and gluttonous 
qualities, took the odds of 210 1 toa considerable amount. Several 
letters have been received on the subject of Benjamin, saying he 
never meant winning, and one correspondent informs us that he par- 
took of a hearty meal not very Jong before he went ashore to fight, 
Whether this is true or not we cannot say; but of this we feel coafi- 


dent, that, whether he meant winning or no, he could not have a ghost” 


ofa chance against Tom Sayers, or against many a much gmaller 
opponent with only half Tom's pretensions to science, In conclusion, 
we haye only to say that the whole affair was carried out from first to 
Jast in a quiet and orderly way, and there was no fault to fiod with

Tom Paddock now put in a claim to tho championship, and a match . 


was made for £150 a-side and the champion’s belt. The battle resulied 


in favour of Sayers, who polished off Paddock, in 21 rounds, occupy’ 


iug 1 hour 20 min. The date of the encounter was June 16, 1858. 
Paddock weighed 12st, was 5fr. 10}io, and was in his 84th year, He 
was seconded by Jack Macdonald and Jemmy Massey, Sayors, two 
years the janior of Paddock, was seconded by Bill Hayes und Harry 
Branton, Paddock was said to be entirely used up and stood no 
chance. Mr, Bainage, not believing in his overthrow, now came out 
from his “shady place” again, and made a match for £200 a-side and 
the championship. This fight took 
near Ashford, Kent. Sayers was secouded by Jerry Noon and Harr 

Branton, His adversary weighed 12-t; he was seconded by Jac 

Macdonald and Bendigo. 11 rounds were fought this journey, and 
the time was 22 minutes. Kenjamin was much exhausted, and his 
punishment was as heavy a3 one generally sees in double the time 
He took it, however, unfliachiogly, never complaining from first to 
last; and on this occasion, althougti defeated, he was not dishononred. 
Sayers also was much exhausted, but this arose not so much from his 
paoishment, although in this respect he did not come off scatheless, as 
from his want of condition telling upon him in a battle which was 
dispu'ed for some rounds with unwonted quickness and dsporation. 
The Birmingham hero, Bob Brettle, now mid 

had to lay £400 to £200. The battle took place at Etchingham, 
Sussex, Sept. 20th, 1859, Sayers won in 7 rounds, occupying 16 
minutes. We now arrive at that memorable period when he fought his 
last fight. We, of course, mean the iuternational encounter with 
Heenan and Sayers, of which we givea memorial picture. The battle 
was fought at Farnborongh, April 17,1860. What was done on that 
day is now a matter of history, and ualess we wero inclined to open up th? 
old sores and renew a long-closed discussion, we should of course avoid 


any comments on this battle. Suffice it now to way that it was 4° 


marvellous spectacles. That Heenan proved an admirable representa 
tive of his country, and that Sayers proved every inch an Englishman, 
by fighting for 2 hours 6 minutes, a perfect Hercules, with only one 
hand. Itis to be regretted that matters ended as they did, for tho 
vexed question of superiority can never ba decided, Bach received a 
belt, and time made them the best of friends, The Saturday Review 
thus cleverly comments on the fight :— 

‘‘ Passing now to the general merits of the battle, we may say at

from that for which they bargained. It was not to see the Champion 
of England knocked off his legs some five-and-twenty times, that 60 
many hundred Englishmen travelled down to Farnborough. Bat if 
they did not witness exactly what most of them expected, they. saw 
even a finer sight. Never inthe annals of pugilism were skill, cool- 
ness, judgment, variety of resource, pluck, and bottom displayed in 
buch a wonderful degree as by Sayers in this splendid battle, Where- 
ever manly courage and manly sentiments prevail, his name will be 
held in honour. Taking the result as it now stands, or even supposing 4 
further trial to end in the defeat of Sayers, we should still say that for 
spirit, science, and endurance, his character is nnsurpassed throughout 
the world. He was pitted against a man who was his equal in resolu- 


tion and not very far inferior in skill, while in height, weight, and léngth , 


of reach he possessed a vast superiority. “Heenan, before this 
fight, was comparatively an untried man, and it could not be 
known beforehand whether, as is so often found in the noblest 
specimens of humanity, he had not a weak point somewhere. 
‘here was also the consideration that he came to us from & 
land where nobody's gifts or merits are at all likely to be 
understated. But the trath now appears to be that Heenan ig five 
inches taller and two or three stone heavier, and eight years younger 
than Sayers, while his length of arm is extraordinary, even for so. tall a 
man. He has great natural advantages, and ia in generel quite capable 
of turning them to the best account. We all know that a big boy 
can thrash a small one. ‘here may bea exceptional cases of cowardice, 
or awkwardness, or weakness, but tho rule is that height and weight 
carry the day, Almost every sort of artificial weapon tends more or 


Jess to equalise men of different degrees of stature, bat in 
usiog the weapons which natura gave the advantages usullly 
rest where instinct teaches us to look for it. Now the 


battle between Heenan and Bayers may fairly be described as 4 
battle between a big and a little boy, It was thought that the ex- 
perience, the quickness, and the game quality of Sayers would mor? 
than counterbalance the tremendous range and power of his adversary: 
When Heenan stood forth in the ring, he was confessed by everybody 
to, be the most magnificent figure seen there within living memory: 
That Sayers should have fought so long and so beautifully as he did 
is the greatest tae? de of the art of which he has been the worthy 
chief ; and it isa proof, which his countrymen will not soon forget, that 
be possesses, in the fullest measure, all those qualities which, in more 
deadly conflicts, have shed imperishable glory on his country’s arms: 
Wo might say much, ifit were necessary, in defence of prize-fightivg: 
bat we will content ourselves with s+yiug this—that when Britis® 
soldiers cease to feel the interest they showed in this famous battle 
they will forfeit, at the same time, their character for norivallet 
prowess, When the world has really entered upon a milleonium ° 
p:aceful industry, let prize-tighting ba abolished, and let the memory 
of its heroes pass away, But 50 loog as restless neighbours will have 
their Magenta and Solferiao,so long we should like to have oocanionallys 
on gome open uofrequented heath, such a day as has been sean this 
week. Let warlike Emperors count thoir well-drilied legions, Qu 
ewn Sovereign may be content to reckon Sayers among her aubjoc's 
and to say— 

‘T trust I have within this realm 

Ten thongand good as he.’ 

And an equal tribute of praise and admiration is surely due tothe 
gallant ee which brought Heenan across the ocean, aud sustain’ 
him until he fully learned the scope of his own tremendous powers: 
But who, let us ask, is Heenan? He was born of Irish parents! 
America. The blood which flows in his veins is that which has bee? 
poured so frecly on every battle-field where the armies of the Q gee 
have triumphed. Indeed, the difference between the rivals is only th ; 
—-the pireuts of both were Irish, but the one couple migrate! + 
Englaud, and the other to the United States. Sayers and Heent) i 
the prize-riog, and Marshals M’Mahon and O'Donnell at tho heat A 
armies, appear to have derived their pugnacity from tho a 
prolitis soil, Not that we would attempt to rob Americ® ana 
any portion of the honoar won for her in this splendid ye 
test. It is anough for us to know that the stock from which Heee 
sprang was given to the new by theolde ountry, and wa believe t® 
is plauty of it still left at home, Lo praising ons of thes? champ 
we praise the other; aud, ifwe must confess to a slight partiality it 
Sayers, itis only the Kuglishman’s inveterate leaning towar’s $ hably 
fallow fightiog an up-hill fight against a big one, Heonan is pr nown 
tlie ficest rao who ever stepped into a prize-ring. Ho has aa : 
unfliuobing courage, and, as he now koows hia own terrific peor 
aud may be expec ed to he improved'in skill, andyco fre] no nervoll vers 
neither Enelsud vor America will soon tind a mas to beat bin. ze jo 
moat amply justified the confidence which his couatrymen Fe geoke 
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him. A more accomplished, enduring, and courageous boxer never 


wore the belt of champion.” * 

Here this startling history of pluck “and endurance must draw to a 
close, but our slight review of so remarkable a career will not be 
deemed out of place, now that the last scene has been played and the 
curtain has fallen. It is not necessary for us to trace the life of Sayers 
through its later phases. As a circus proprietor he was unsuccessful, 
and his latter days were passed in pain and suffering, We would 
‘rather throw down the pen at that epoch of the career of Tom Sayers 
which leaves him in the character of a dauntless, self-denying, and 
courageous Englishman, admired and respected throughout the civilised 


"world,

HAYMARKET. 

Under the title of ‘Who Killed Cock Robin?” Mr. Charlog 
Mathews has neatly adapted to the English stage ono of the most 
recently euccossful piecos produced at the Varletes, Paris. Like the 
original, * Le Meurtrier de Theodore,” the Haymarket pleco 13 noude- 
script in character, neither a farco nor & comedy, bat before all else 
eooontrio in design and treatment, Abel Tinkle (Me, Chippendale) is 
a retired muffin manulioturer, who has mado a fortune ia Mexico and 
also married a vivacious daughtor of that sunny land. Ho has returnod 
to England with the fruits of his industry ard one dark-comploxionsd 
daughter—-his own complexion not being of corresponding hue—and 
settled, or rather located himself, in the, for reasons known only to 
himaelf, desirable region of Ball’é Pond, BSatanella, his daughter 
(Mrs. Charles Mathews), is ultra Mexican in the vehomence of her 
character, as unlike her father, in fact, as the moat malicious friend of 
the family could desire to observe. Bho has set ber heart upon a 
eeitain gentleman who is epoken of a’ Cock Robin, but who does not 
bppesr oa the scene, Cock Robiv ia not considered an eligible match 


by old Tinklo; but parental opposition acting upon the volcanic tempera- 
ment of the vivid-minded Satanella like pressure upon gunpowder, 
makes it explode with greater force and louder report. She seizos 
razor with which her fond and unvolcanic parent has just been 
shaving, and, by the threat of droadful gashes to her own lovely but 
dark-hued throat, frightens him into giving his consent. At 
this point, and while she is enjoying with overflowing abandon 
the delightfal anticipation of a life of tempestuous affection 
with Oock Hobin, a mysterious visitor ig announced. The mysterious 
visitor is ono Mr, Jack Raggett (Mr, Charles Mathews), who has 
Undertaken a peculiar mission on behalf of the aforesaid Cock Robin. 
It appeara by Jack Raggett’s account of himself, and of the object of 
his visit, that Oock Robin has conceived grave doubts as to tha 
judiciousneas of linking his fate, for better or worse, with that of the 
tumultuous Satanella, and haa induced his friend Jack to help him to 
get out of his engagement to hor, by conveying to her the anuounce- 
ment that ho has fallen in a ducl at Boulogne. Satanolla faints at 
the dreadful nows, but instantly recovers herself, and vowa to trace out 
the slayer of her Cook Robin, and execute upon him vengeance of tho 
most summary and Mexican charactor, While sho has gono to throw 
on her bonnet and shawl, preparatory to starting instantly for 
Boulogne, Jack Raggett becomes, for the first time, aware of the fact of 
Satanella being tho daughter of old ‘Tinkle, an acquaintance of his. 
In this dilamma ho elects to tell Tinkle the real facts of tho casa, and he 
is explaining the particulars of the suppositious duel when Satanolla 
returns, bonacted and shawlod, and overhears what sho imagines to 
be a confession of Jack’a that he is tho dostroyer of the vahemently- 
adored Oock Robin, She does not faint again, but with Mexican 
suddenness and intensity of purpose, gives up tho expedition to 
Boulogne, and, instead, goes smilingly to breakfast with tho greatly 
relioved Jack, Uno strong inducement for Jack to undertake tho difMi- 
cult Cock Robin mission has been the opportunity it would afford him 
of becoming acquainted with the venomont Moxicaine—his own 
predilection being emphaticilly on the side of women of warn, 
ardent, even tompestuows, temperament, Satanella’s smiles at 
breakfast aro as tho moments of stillness that precede the out- 
burst of the tornado, Sho has—quick as the flash of lightning— 
determined to ayengo her Cock Robin in a manner worthy of 4 
daughter of Mexico. Sho consents to marry him—marries him; 
and then proceeds to kill him—not by the fierce plungo of # daggor— 
but by th» process of slow torture, Instead of sponding # joyons 
honeymoon, he is condemned to pass a solitary time of it; his bride 
pretending to have horribly sprained her ankle in stopping from the 
carriage that brought her from the church, Bupposed to be uveble to 
move trom her bod, in the dead of the night she steala into ké3 room, 
dislocates the hangings of his bed, ro that at the Jeast touch thoy fall 
about his oars; concoals one Of his slippers and ono of his boots, a0 that 
ho is subjected to the discomfort of wearing ono of each; cuta the wire 
of his bail, ao that he cannot got attendance if he needs it; takes the 
insides out of his cigars, 89 that he cannot light them when he attempts 
tosmoke them; empties bis purae of all but a fow halfpenco before be 
goes ont; puts pepper ia his smokiog-cap; and sows his handkorchief 
to the bottom of hiv dressing-gown pocket, eo that ho cannot got atit 
however much he may necd it. Mo is mystified, and half persuaded 
that he ia a sonnamba'ist and ths author of hisown annoyances. At 
length he discovers Satanella in tho very act of breaking a bell-wiro, 
and tho fiction of her sprained ankle is disposed of. Then she tolls him 
her programme of vengeance, Jack's answor is as stormy as ber de- 
clavation ; and he ends by forclag her down upon her knoos, in epite of 
hor struggles, Instead of increasing her hatred, Jack’s manifest power 
inspires hor with instant respect and admiration. Sho learns that her 
Oovk Robin had iuvented the story of his own death, for the purpose 
of getting out of his engagement to marry her, and avengos the 
affront by going to his house and smashing a dinner-sorvice=for the 
cost of which the ignoble ©, Robin sends her a Connty 
Court summons. Sho aad Jack havo agreed to part: but when 
tho moment of separation comes, reflection comes with it; Satanella— 
tumultuous in her love, 48 in her hatred—declares that she loves her 
husband with all hor boart, and throws herself npon her knees in sign 
of humbly submission to him, Jackis only ton happy to tako her at 
her word, and the curtain falls. Inthe process ot transference from 
the French to tho English, many difficulties, both of allasion and eit- 
tation, had to bo encountered, and, upon the whole, they have been 
satisfactorily overcome by Mr, Charles Mathews, Tho chief credit 
of the piece in its Buglish dross, however, ig that it farnishes himsolf 
and Mra, Mathews two characters that suit them perfectly, ‘The 
Satanelia of Mrs. Mathews is ono of the most striking parts sho has 
yo! alterapted—surpriaingly life-like, and finished, in all its details, 
with masterly akill. The piece, which is in two acts, was received 
with every token of favour on Monday evening, and with “ Used Up,” 
serves to mako an admirably attractive entertainment, 
PRINCE OF WALES'S, 

Mr. 'T'. W, Robortson’s new comedy, entitled “Society,” waa ro- 
ceived on Saturday evening last with warm approbation by a crowded 
audience, and is worthy of 4 great doal of the applause bestowed upon 
it in tho course of representation. Tt ig open to aovoral objections, 
however, especially it is open to objection on account of tho hollow 
tone of cynicism imparted to a large portion of the dialogue, as un- 
warranted by the natura of the charactors who are mado to convey it, 
and the result, wo aro inclined to believe, of a morbid condition of the 
writer's own mind, Tho title of his piece is equally ambitious and 
deceptive, ‘ Society,” in any intelligiblo senso of tho term, is not re- 
presented by his comedy. An old lord, who passes the major part of 
his time sleeping; his wife, a lady who justifies her almost complote 
hoartiessnoss on the score of haviag beon jilted when sho was a girl 
of sevouteon, and who would marry her orphan niece to any lout capable 
of making her a handsome sottlemont & boorish parvenue, with his 
purse-proud cub of a 600, seeking ontrance into fashionable and Par- 
liamontary Lie; & kaot of literary Bohomians—for tho most part, 
newepapor havkse-fuddling themselves at a tavern; an ox-cavalry 
officer become a barrister and nowspaper contributor; these are not 
such types as would suilice for the illustration of moro than a few 
phases of every-day life, Probably Mr. Robertson himself would 
decline to defend the propriety of the title of his play, and probably 
ho will, at somo future timo, see that there is a good dual in ‘ Sucioty,” 
besides the title, that might have been the better for moro matured 
consideration on his part, = What he doserves credit fur is, for uaving 
looked about bim for fresh character, and for having — built 
his story on now ground, THe has not had the good fortune 
to find any strikingly original typo of character, but he 
haa puceossfully avoided reproduciog any: more conventional 
Alago type, It is something to have done so much. ‘The art of build- 
ing, symmetrically ho has yot to learn; but he fs a worker of such 
obvions and decided power that, if he wilonly patiently study good 
models, ho may readily acquire the sccret of artistic and offective 
dramatic construction, His plot is vory simple, though, from the 
loose way ia which it is set forth, itis madetoappearsomewhat intricate. 
A certain John Chodd, an illiterate old man, has como into possession 
of a very large fortine, and is desirous of holpiag his eon, almost as 
bocrish, though nol quite so illiterate as bis futhor, to gain a promi- 
nent position in society, Tho directest way to this end appears to the 
Chodda to be 10 ret UP a now morning paper, and, with a view to 
carry out this object they place themselves In the hands of one ‘Tom 
Stylus, x man au fail at the projection of new literary publications. 
By him they are iatroduced to Sydney Daryl, the berrister-journalist, 
the young man of good family but of uncertain moans. Youog Chodd 
takes itfur granted that, as Daryl is poor, ho will only bo too glad to 
do anything that will put money in his pockets, aud proposes tu make 
a bargain with him—he Chodd undertaking to pay him handsomely for 
introducing him into fashionable soclety, Daryl refuses tho proposed 
arrangement with contempt. Stung by this refusal, young Chodd 
determines to got him into hia power, wand, to etfect this, buys up a 
wumber of debts owed by Daryl te various creditors. But he is able 
to strike 4 heavier blow, By somo moans, not at all clearly mado out, 
the Chodds are invited to the house of Lord and Lady Ptarmigant, and 
young Chodd isdesigaed by Lady Ptarmigant to marry ber nivcs, Maude 
whose love has already been given to Daryl. Areport reaches Dary 
that Maude isaffianced to young Chodd, and, without moreado, proceeds 
to give utterance to 4 volume of cowardly rubbish about the hoartloasness 
and morcenary motives Of the young women of Society.” ‘Then it 
comes to his knowledge that young Chodd is candidate for @ seat in 
Parliament which has for ages heen represented by a Dary!, aud deter- 
mices to oppose him, the sinaws of war being drawn from & sum of 
money Which he hay, Won of the booby Ohodd hbimeelf at cards, 


Aided by Tom Stylus, who has made the “ Morning Earthquake.” 
The Chodds' own papor—serve the electionecring purpose of his friend, 
he wins tho seat, and at tho same moment isinformed that, by the 
death of his o'der brother he has succeeded to a baronetcy. Lady 
Ptarmigant instantly discovera that, in spite of his riches, the puddle- 
blooded young Chodd is no fit match for Maude, and that Sir Sydney 
Daryl, Bart,, is in every way eligiblo, Between Daryl and Maude 
there is no barrier that may not be swept away with a word or two 
And 0 the piece ends. In point of writing, if will hold its own in 
comparison with any comedy recently produced. It was acted with 
remarkable talent by allconcerned, ‘To begin with the ladies, the 
Maude of Miss Marie Wilton was an exquisite performanco, fall o 
delicacy, and womanly tenderness. Nothing more charming and life- 
like than hor little scano of love-making with Daryl, in tho firat sot, 
was ever seen upon the stage, perhaps. Inthe third act, agaia, her 
acting was extremely boautifal, the play of her features, under the 
stress of a deep and unspoken emotion, indescribably pathetic. 
Miss Larkin, asthe worldly Lady Ptarnigant, thoroughly fuldlled the 
promiso of her previous performances, her pointed, and at the samé

r, 8. Banoroft has found * ample roomand verge enough” for the dis- 
playofhisvery great talent. Thoapplause which greeted himthronghout 
the piece wasentirely wellbestowed, AsOhodd, senior, Mr. J. W. Ray 
had little to do, but he contrived to invest the character with a distinct 
individuality.

On Wednesday afternoon all that was mortal of the renowned 
Tom SayERS was consigned to its final resting place in the lovely 
Such a spectacle as the north-west of 
London presented on that occasion has been but rarely seen in the 
Soon after mid-day the tradesmen of High-street, 
Camden-town, and those of Kentish-town, and the Highgate-road, 
closed their premises, and the assemblage of an enormous crowd 
commenced. Business and traffic were wholly or mostly supended 
throughout the whole line of route the funeral procession had to 
traverse; flags floated half-mast high, and pervading everything 
was a general aspect of sorrow, Great warriors and great statesmen, 


carried to their marble tombs in all the ‘‘ pride and pomp of death,” 
have failed to attract such crowds of ‘sight-seers to witness their

sympathy of Englishmen is entirely with simplicity of demeanour, 


honesty of purpose and dauntless courage. Sayers was all this, and 
because he was all this in so eminent a degree, came the innumerable 
maases of people which lined the streets of London to sec his funeral 
From al] we could gather, the name and fame of Tom 


cortege, 
Sayers was patent to every Man, woman, and child of the vast assem- 
blage, Pause where we would, wo wero met with anecdotes of his 
career, glowing eulogies on his ‘deeds, and genuine sorrow at his 
death, It was with the greatest difficulty that a passage to the dopr 
of Mr, Mensley’s house could be forced, Full one hour before the 
time at which the procession was advertised to move, traffic 
had to pause, and the great sea of heads became momentarily 
more dense, The balconies and windows of the houses became 
filled with well-dressed people, and passing carts, and omni- 
buses were stopped and swarmed by eager multitudes, As three 
o'clock approached the carriages of some well-known sporting men 
fought a passage through the High-street and fell into their ap 
pointed places. With great punctuality the waving plumes of the 
cloth-draped hearse were seen to move and the hushed roar of the 
inultitude announced that the cortege had started, A moment after 
the gorgeous wail of the Dead March in Saul” fell upon the ear of 
the spectators, and the police, five abreast, commenced to clear the 
road, But there was a hitch ; the march dicd away, and there was 
a painful pause. At length the signal to start was really given, and 
to the strains of solemn music and the murmur ef voices the hearse 
moved on its way. Preceding it went an excited multitude of boys 
and men crushing one another and hustling the bearer of the sable 
plumes, The hearse was drawn by a pair of horses and decked in 
lofty plumes and black cloth. Next came the well-known trap in 
which Sayers was eo frequently, seen, drawn by the familiar dun 
pony and occupied (now solely) by poor Tom’s faithful and magnifj- 
cent mastiff, his beautiful head apparently wearing an expression of 
grief as deep as that felt by any of the human mourners... The 
mourning coachea were occupied by the two children of the deceased 
Thomas and Sarah Sayers, My, Sayers (‘l'om's father), Mr. C. 
Sayers (his brother), Mr. Richard Sayere, Mr. R, King (bis brother: 
in-law), Mr. Mensley, Mr, Crofts, Mr. Bennett, Mr. Warner, Mr. 
Feist, Mr. Turner, Jemmy Welsh, Nat Langham, Harry Brunton, 
Mr, Hunt, Mr. G. Meusley, Mr. Ridler, Master Mensley, and Mr. 
Ansell. Then came a crowd of cabs and vehicles of every imaginable 
variety, bearing numbers of Tom's old friends. A host of followers 
on foot crushed around the procession, and swelled in numbers along 
the whole line of route until the scene at the gates of the cemoter 
became perfectly alarming. Strict orders had been given to admit 
only the cortége, the immediate followers, and the *¢ Press ;"’ but, 
despita the efforts of twenty powerful navvies who barred the way, 
more than one thousand persons succeeded in forcing an entrance to 
the cemetery. Those who were fortunate enough to arrive early, 
procured through the courteay of the officiating minister, alyaa- 
tageous seats in the chapel and there quietly awaited the entrance of 
the mourners. It is needless. to soy that in a few moments the 
gaored building was crowded. The doors were immediately baired, 
and the mob assembled about the portal contented itself with 
knocking for admittance. The preliminary eervice was read amidst 
the half smothered grief of the assemblage and then a movement 
was made for the grave prepared in a beautifal spot in the conse- 
crated ground, The impressive funeral service of the Church of 
England was then read, and a3 the purplo tints of the fine winter's 
evening fell over the leafless trees and deepened into cold, black 
shadowa, this moving scene came to an end and. Tom Sayers lay 
under the green sward.

KITCHEN GARDEN. 

Much as thero has been written on tho utility of trenching the 
ground in kitchen gardons, and-bringing up a portion of the subsoil to 
mix with the surface soil, when the latter is said to be‘ worn out’’ 
with constant cropping, some persona are atill blind to its advantages. 
If the subsoil is a stiff loam, they are fearful of mixing a small portion 
of it with the surface soil, although the latter may ba like an ash-heap, 
and as rich as dung cau make it. Weare aware that it requires some 
judgment as to the quantity of the subsoil to be brought up, as the 
texture of the soil may be materially injured by a large quantity at 
one time; but it can rarely so happen with a small quantity, and as 
very many old gardens would be greatly benefited by this operation, 
we hope the present favourable weather will be taken advantage of, 
for the purpose. Artichokes, immediate ateps should be taken to 
protect the roots from frost, if not already done. In some situations 
this may not be necessary, but it is best to be on the safe side, Cab- 
bages, all that aro sufficiently grown to admit of being earthed up, 
should have it done before frost sets in, Ted cabbages for spring use 
may still be planted. Cucumbers, the plants should be kept a3 near 
the light as possible, nothing can supply the want of it, while heat, 
air, and water can be given ag required. Endive, take up and plant in 
a frame some of the most forward, so that should sevore frost occur there 
may be a supply: Dwarf Kidney Beans, add soil to the last sowing as 
they grow, until the pots are nearly full, Keep those in bearing well 
aupplied with water. Mushrooms, take advantage of wet days for 
making fresh beda, and clearing out those that are spent, also collect 
and prepare droppings for forming fresh beda, by spreading them in a 
shod and turning them over frequently until they are aufliciontly dried to 
prevent excessive fermentation after putting up. Radishes, these are 
sometimes required all the year round, where this is the case, it will now 
be necessary to 20W ina flight hotbed, After they are up air should 
be given at every favourable opportunity. If they are sown imme~- 
diately they will be ready to draw in the later end of January, 
Rhubarb, afew old roots may be taken up and planted in boxes or 
pots, which may be placed in @ mushroom or forcing-house where 
the heat is about 60¢. Olear up all decaying leaves, &c., andon dry 
days stir the surface of the soil among growing crops, ag Cabbages, 
Spinach, &c, No vacant ground should now remain undug, it is some- 
times the practice to leave the whole of the digging till frosty weather 
gots in, but by #0 doing half the benefit the soil would receive is lost, 
and independently of this it makes the garden look very untidy. 

FRUIT GARDEN, 

Pruning and nailing should now be proceeded with every fine day, 
even although it should delay some other work which can be done 
with more comfortin bad weather than nailing. It is most important 
to have the latter done while the weather is mild, Nailing is a cold 
enough job for even & warm winter's day, but to turn men out to it in 
very cold or wet weather, and expect them to doa fair day’s work in- 
dicates bad management, If any tranaplanting or root-pruning of 
fruit-trees has yet to bo done, let this be attended to without further 
loss of time, #nd 866 that those exposed to the wind are securely 
staked before leaving them, 

i FLOWER GARDEN. 

The weather is still favourable for executing alterations, and where 
these are in hand they should bo carried on with dispatch. Take 
adyantage of frosty mornings for wheeling dung, &e. Planting, or 
the removal of largo trees or shrubs, should bo attended to, for it is of 
importance that the plants should be afforded some chance of making 
fresh roots before the trying winds of March. See to even small plants 
being secured against wind, for these aro often greatly injured by 
being blown about after planting, which a small atake and a few 
minutes’ work would prevent. Collect a stock of briara for budding 
upon next season. As treo leaves are always in request, either ag 
fermenting material or for leaf aoil, they should be collected at this 
season ; if they are required only as manure they may be stowed away 
in any bye place and loft to rot, but if, aa is generally the case, they arein 
demand aga cheap mode of furnishing bottom heat for forcing, some 
ae should be taken to keep them dry. For this purpose they should 

a stacked up insome back place, or behind the garden walls, where 
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access can be had to them at all times, and after allowing time for 
them to settle, put on a coat of thatch to effectually secure them from 
rains. By these means they willbe foundina state, fit for use for 
twelve months, 

GREENHOUSE AND CONSERVATORY, 

While the principal collection of chrysanthemums is in bloom, ® 
selection should be made of the best and most useful sorts, for there 
are many worthless varieties in cultivation, and it is better to grow 
duplicates of the really good kinds, than to retain such as are indil- 
ferent, merely for the sake of having a long listof names. Give timely 
attention to providing a succession of bloom with which to keep the 
conservatory gay, and avoid as far as possible the expense of nes 
forcing, which is, moreover, very injurious to most plants. Bo careful 
not to let things in bloom suffer from the want of water, giving wee 
clear manure water to Chrysanthemums, Salvias, Camellias, &c., a0 
use every means to preserve the beauty of specimens in bloom 48 long 
as possible. Damp and mildew are the great enemies. to be gusrde 
against in the greenhouse, and these must be sharply looked after, 
especially in the case of plants that have not well ripened their 
and are in a rather soft state. If the former is troublesome 


is done the better the specimens will look when in bloom. 
all, avoid crowding plants. It matters not how good.the 
may have been, or how careful the waterings, those who will nddit 
the plants together must be content with leggy stock, and, what” 
even worse, with insects. 


STOVE.

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RETRIEVERS.—THE ST. BERNARD DOG, 


About the year 962, Bernard de Mouthon built two ‘hospitia,” one 
on Mont Joux, where a temple of Jupiter stood, constructing his 
hospice from the ruins of the temple; the other on the road that leade 
over the Grison Alps at Colonne Jou, sonamed from a column dedicated 
tothe same heathen deity. The benevolent builder presided over 
both hospitals for forty years, and left to his monks the duty of 
affording refuge to travellers, and searching for those who were lost 
nthe snow. St. Bernard’s portrait and that of bis dog on the same 
panel ig still in existence, and the dog appears to be a bloodhound. 

® Hospice of the St. Bernard Pass stands 7,668 feet above the sea- 
ével, and is undoubtedly the highest inhabited spot in Europe. 

ine mouths in the year the snow is thick on the ground, and in the 
Vory worst part of winter from 1,500 to 2,000 of the poor inhabitants of 
the low countries pass over the mountain. During this inclement 
Season all travellers from Martigny are desired to pass the night at 
the first house of refuge, Every morning a servant, accompanied by 
4 8t. Bernard dog, descends from the hospice to take all the travellers 
Under his direction. The dog leads the way, for he can not only 
discover the buried traveller by his marvellous powers of scent, but 

® can also to a cortainty keep the track, in spite of snow-storms and 
bewildering drifts. The dogs have been used by the monks in these 
Ways, and in no other, for years, and they have acquired a well-deserved 

igh repotation for perseverance, sagacity, and power of scent. 

The old breed died out many years ago, and we doubt whether the 
monks have possessed the present race of dogs moro than forty or fifty 
years. 

About forty years ago, or a little more, all their dogs and several 
Servanis were swept away by an avalanche; but two the monks had 
given away were returned to them, and the breed was thus preserved. 
One of the St. Bernard dogs, Barry, a brindled and white one, saved 
the lives of forty-two persons, and was vigorous and active at the age 
of 15 years, although they generally succumb to rheumatism in their 
10th year. He is preserved in the Berne Museum, wearing an {ron 
Collar with large spikes, which had often protected him from the 
Wolves. We were told he had discovered a man lost in a snow-drift, 
and, being mistaken for a wolf, the poor fellow received a blow on the

At the time we were the guests of the monks they possessed but 
three dogs, Barry, Pluto, and Pallas, The finest specimen had 
Roitre or bronchocelo, and wore a, muzzle, as ho was of an uncertain 
disposition; and a very fine bitch was expected soon to add to 
the strength of the'company.

The monks begged us to observe this peculiar mark, and compared it 
to the badge of their order—a white band or tape, single behind, slit 
to pass over the neck, and the two ends tucked into the black dress in 
front at the waist. Some very fine specimens, however, are brindled 
instead of orange tawny, and many have no white in the face at all, 
nor down the poll. ‘The coat, which appears to the casual observer 
hard and smooth, when closely examined proves to be very thick and 
floecy, and is well suited to repel cold by retaining the animal heat.

he character of the dog is majestic and important. Ho has that 
true nobility possessed by the highest type of Newfoundland. The 
same thoughtiul, observant eye, the wide brow, the muscular neck, 
the enormous loin, and sinewy arms and thighs, and the large round 
arched feet and toes (pattes enormes, the monks called them), and that 
general intimation of power, and sense, and benevolence, which no 
Other domesticated animal powsesses tn the same compass. 

The description we have given ofthe St. Bernard dog is a repetition 
of the information afforded us personally by the monks, and we have 
formed an opinion of the class from the specimens tho Hospice con- 
tained, 

We regret to find there is no class for the breed at Birmingham, for 
we believe the dog, if naturalised and bred in this country, would be 
found most useful as a protector ; and the smaller selections might 
prove, aud, we believe, would prove, excellent retrievers; and being 
an old and original breed—brought, we believe, from Spain— they 
will cross well with our lighter sporting dogs,

PIGEON MANAGEMENT. 

I think it would be interesting to your readers to hear from fanciers 
of their successes and failures in breeding, and their mode of treat- 
ment. This has, believe, been generally considered a bad breeding 
season, and comparatively few of our great breeders have succeeded in 
rearing many birds, This [hear from all quarters, but have heard no 
satisfactory reason assigned, and I shall be glad to hear what may be 
the probable cause. At this time my stock of pigeons (mostly Oarriers 
are in perfect health and condition. I am feeding them chiefly on ol 
tick beans, and oecasionally give them Indian corn and small sound 
peas by way © a change. Of courae'they are kept scrupulously clean, 
and have a constant supply of gravel, sand, and fresh water. On cold 
mornings I give them @ little hempseed, but I ani not certain that this 
is a proper diet for Carriers, and that rape seed is not preferable. Will 
Mr. Brent, or any of our pigeon-fanoying friends, give an opinion, 
andof the effects of the different kinds of corn on the birds? So far as 
my experience teaches, sudden change of food is injurious, and Indian 
corn alone I should not recommend.

Indian corn and peas I consider good for flying pigeons while in train- 
ing; but for pigeons confined I foar much Indian corn is too fattening, 
and peas cause them to lay soft-shelled eggs, Wheat is good for feed- 
ing young ones on, but causes the old ones to be soft in condition and 
feather. Horind old tares, #m4ll old beans, and a little good barley I 
think the best food for fancy pigeons, Fresh air is good for the pigeons,
